The above figures include the cost of operating the schools, the 
annual payments on capital debt and expenditures on new buildings and equipment 
provided for by current revenues. Omitting Newfoundland the total for 1950 
was $300,630,000 an increase of 74 per cent of the 1946 total. Between 1946 
and 1950 the total for teachers!’ salaries increased from $103 million to 
$177 million. 


To get the total amount spent on public elementary and secondary 
education it is necessary to add the amounts, other than grants to school 
boards, spent on these levels of education by the provinces. This is done 
in Table 14.

The following section presents information on 
the cost of formal education and supplements this 
with figures showing expenditures en vocational 
and professional training and cultural and other 
related activities. 


To make it possible to distribute municipal 
expenditures on education, the amounts shown are 
those reported as received by the spending bodies — 
public school boards, schools for the blind and 
deaf, and universities and colleges—rather than 
the expenditures on education as reported by 
municipalities. 


Contributions of the federal government, in- 
cluding grants for vocational education, grants for 
higher education, expenditures on the education of 
Indians, children of members of the armed forces, 
children living in the Northwest Territories, etc., 
are derived from the federal public accounts. 


Expenditures of the provincial governments on 
education are taken from provincial public accounts, 
The figures include expenditures on all levels of 
education made by various departments of the gov- 
ernments and are not limited to the expenditures 
of the Departments of Education. 


The revenues and expenditures of the public 
school boards are derived from the Department of 
Education annual reports for New Brunswick, 
Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta; 
from the annual report of the provincial Department 
of Municipal Affairs for Nova Scotia; from the 
provincial government annual _ report Financial 
Statistics of School Corporations, for Quebec; and 
are tabulated from the reports of the individual 


school boards for Prince Edward Island and British 
Columbia. Figures for Newfoundland are arrived 
at more indirectly: provincial grants are as reported 
in the public accounts of the province; an accurate 
total for teachers’ salaries is arrived at from the 
Annual General Return submitted to the Department 
of Education by each school principal in June; a 
large proportion, if not all fees received are reported 
on the same return; the remaining figures are esti- 
mated on the basis of these known amounts. 


Figures on private schools and institutions of 
higher education are tabulated from the annual 
reports submitted to the Bureau by these institu- 
tions. Information on the schools for the blind and 
deaf is derived from the provincial public accounts 
for the provincial schools and from the financial 
reports of the schools for the others, except those 
in Quebec for which estimates are included. 


Various fiscal years are involved—the calendar 
year, the school year ending June 30, and the gov- 
ernment fiscal year ending March 31. In order to 
ensure the closest possible relationship between 
the various years, particularly as regards transfer 
items such as grants which appear in two accounts, 
the various years have been combined as exempli- 
fied for 1952. 

The accounts for the public school boards are 
for the calendar year 1952 for all provinces except 
Newfoundland, Prince Edward Jsland, Quebec and 
British Columbia which are for the school year 
1952-53. Provincial expenditures and federal con- 
tributions are for the fiscal year ending March 31, 
1953. Data on private schools and business colleges 
are for the calendar year 1952 or the school year 
1952-53 depending upon the individual school. 
Finances of the universities are for the academic 
year 1951-52 or the government fiscal year 1951-52.
